Seventh Week of Big Miners’ 
Strike Sees No Opening 
For a Settlement. 


LINES TIGHTLY DRAWN 


Neither Side Mas Thu* Far Shown 
the Slightest Disposition to Give 
Up Struggle. 


considering the Great Number 
of 
Men Who Are Idle the Strike Is 
Remarkably Quiet. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 28.—Today 
will end the seventh week of the great 
anthracite coal mine workers’ strike. 
The lines remain tightly drawn ani 
neither side shows the slightest dis­ 
position to weaken. 
Excepting Presi­ 
dent 
Mitchell's 
offer 
to 
arbitrate, 
there has been no proposition ad­ 
vanced by either side since the strike 
began, and the prediction that the 
struggle will be one to a finish still 
holds good. That a settlement of the 
strike may be reached without both 
sides fighting to the bitter end Is by 
no means an impossibility. 
It is not 
unlikely that 
the report of Labor 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright to 
President 
Rcosevelt 
may 
suggest 
some way that may lead to a settle­ 
ment. 
Considering the 
great number of 
men who are idle, the strike is a re­ 
markably quiet one. 
Including those 
who have been laid off by reason of 
dull times on account of the suspen­ 
sion. It is estimated that fully 165,000 
persons are out of work in this com­ 
paratively small section of the state. 
There was a slight disturbance at the 
Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre company’s 
Stanton colliery at South Wilkesbarre 
yesterday, caused by fifteen Pound­ 
ers. who are strikers, attempting to 
assault two men who were going to 
work. Six of them w*ere arrested and 
held to bail for their appearance in 
court. 
It is asserted at headquarters that 
there is no prearranged plan for ac­ 
tion at the Indianapolis convention, 
and that the whole question of involv­ 
ing the soft coal miners in the anthra­ 
cite strike is still an open one. 


W hat the Law M akers Are D oing In 
C losing O ats o f Session. 
Washington. Juno 28.—Quite unex­ 
pectedly a sharp debate arose In the 
senate yesterday on the question of 
Cuban reciprocity. Mr. Teller of Col­ 
orado, at whose instance the senate 
committee on Cuban relations made 
its Investigation of the subject, deliv­ 
ered a spirited speech in opposition to 
reciprocity with Cuba. 
He charged 
that the entire reciprocity propagan­ 
da had been backed by the American 
Sugar Refining company and by Amer­ 
icans who were interested financially 
In Cuban sugar planiatlons. The pur­ 
pose, he said, was to strike down an 
Important 
agricultural 
Industry 
of 
this country. 
Mr. Platt of Connecti­ 
cut, chairman of the Cuban relations 
committee, replied to the Colorado 
senator. 
He maintained that there 
was nothing sordid in the desire to 
promote reciprocal relations between 
the United States and Cuba, and said 
the making of some concessions to 
Cuba was a plain duty of this coun­ 
try. 
The District of Columbia appro­ 
priation bill was disposed of finally, 
as were several other less Important 
measures. 
The house began consideration of 
the contested election case of Horton 
against Butler from the Twelfth Mis­ 
souri district. In this case the major­ 
ity of the committee found that the 
election was so tainted with fraud as 
to make It invalid, and said that the 
seat be declared vacant. 
The minor­ 
ity found that Mr. Butler, the sitting 
member, had been legally elected and 
recommended that he retain his scat. 
The vote will be taken today. 
Some 
odds and ends were closed up during 
the early portion of the session.

Washington, June 28.—At the meet­ 
ing of tho cabinet yesterday the terms 
of an amnesty proclamation to the 
Filipinos, which it is contemplated to 
Issue on the Fourth of July, were 
agreed upon. The war department for 
iwrap time past has had under con­ 
sideration the draft of a proclamation 
and has found it necessary to make 
a number of changes in its text. 
In 
Its modified state It was agreed to by 
the cabinet, and Secretary Root will 
cable it to Acting Governor Wright 
for his inspection. If It meets the lat- 
ter’s approval nothing will remain but 
for the president, if the Philippine 
civil government bill is a law on that 
day, as is now expected It will he. to 
issue on Independence Day a formal 
proclamation setting forth terms of 
amnesty for all political offenders In 
the islands, including Aguinaldo and 
those held at Guam. 
The proclamation is based on the 
general objects of the Philippine gov­ 
ernment hill, namely, to restore peace 
in the archipelago and snbstitute a 
civil 
fo r 
a military administration. 
That bill is now in conference and 
the proclamation will not be issued 
until the Philippine government mea­ 
sure has been agreed upon by both 
houses and the president has affixed 
his signature to it.

We had been “icing” for more than a 
week when we reached Cape Navarin, 
on the Siberian coast, si bleak, moun­ 
tainous, dreary place. The next morn­ 
ing we saw another ship coming to­ 
ward us, the dense black smoke from 
hor try works showing she had recent­ 
ly caught a whale.

we pushed on beyond the cape, and 
the lookout was cautioned to be extra 
vigilant.

have fallen victims to their desire ta 
advance the art of aerostatics. 
In July and August of the year 1783 
balloons filled with hydrogen gas were 
sent up from Paris, and In September 
at Versailles the first balloon was sent 
up freighted with living animals. 
In the same year Montgolfier con­ 
structed a balloon which he claimed 
would be capable of carrying passen­ 
gers, his workshop being In the gardens 
of the Faubourg St. Autoine. The bal­ 
loon was sixty feet In height and forty- 
eight brosid. 
Its exterior was richly 
painted and embroidered, there being 
represented upon it the twelve signs of 
the zodiac, tho arms of the king of 
France and numberless fleurs-de-lis and 
lower down, amid a crowd of grotesque 
heads and garlands of flowers, a flock 
of eagles, with extended wings, that 
seemed to be flying and supporting the 
huge balloon upon their shoulders. 
Below the balloon proper was coo 
structed a circular platform of wicker 
work, covered with silk, which wtM 
used as a car. This platform was very 
large and was surrounded by a balus 
trade to prevent the aeronauts from 
falling out. Iu the center of this plat­ 
form or car was an opening, Indow 
■Which was suspended by chains an iron 
stove, which was to be used for rarefy­ 
ing the air in tho balloon, while In one 
corner was a magazine Intended for the 
storing up of an immense quantity ol 
straw, which served as fuel. 
Pilatre des Hosiers, generally aion®, 
but at one time accompanied by the 
Marquis d'Arlandes and on another oc­ 
casion by M. GIrond de Villette, had as­ 
cended in tbs balloon without cutting 
tho rope which held It captive to o 
height of 1,290 feet. 
Hosiers nad much difficulty in obtain­ 
ing permission from the king to make 
un a*- ent without Iwdng bt Id down by 
the rope, but consent was at last se­ 
cured, and on the 20th of November, 
1783, everything was made ready. Dur­ 
ing the day the wind and rain were vio­ 
lent, and it was found necessary to 
postpone the ascent. The next day, the 
21st, tho weather was more favorable, 
and at 1:30 in the afternoon in tho pres­ 
ence of the dauphin and his snit Pl* 
Intro des Hosiers and the Marquis d'Ar­ 
landes set out together from the Jar- 
dins de la Muette upon the first aerial 
voyage ever attempted and performed. 
The wind was still very rough and th# 
weather stormy, but in spite of these 
disadvantages the balloon rose rapidly. 
Having passed over Paris and be­ 
come free from all fear of getting en- i 
tangled among the buildings of the city, 
the aeronauts suffered themselves to 
descend considerably until they found 
themselves in a fre^h current of air, 
which bore them in a southerly direc­ 
tion. 
After proceeding a few miles farther 
the fire was allowed to die out, and the 
balloon descended about five miles from 
Paris. Wheu the aeronauts returned to 
the Chateau de la Muette, they were 
greeted with the utmost enthusiasm by 
the assembled crowds. Benjamin Frank­ 
lin was a witness of the whole specta . 
cie, and when asked w hat he thought 
of it he replied, “ I have seen a child 
born which may one day be a man.” 
Aerostatics bad advanced to such a 
degree that on the 7th of Jauuary, 
1785, Blanchard, a rival of Hosiers, 
crossed over the channel from Dover 
to Calais. 
Hosiers was spurred on by Blanch­ 
ard’s success and set to work con­ 
structing a balloon which, when com­ 
pleted, he called an aeromontgolfier. 
It consisted of an immense balloon of
